ARREARS OF INCOME TAX. 


TO THE: BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sre,— The question of income tax arrears, 
which was dealt with by you in a recent 
leader, is one of considerable importance to 
the public, and, as al! the various points do 
not appear to have been fully brought for- 
ward, perhaps you will allow me to add the 
following remarks. The amount to be re- 
covered in welation to the total revenue of 
the country is a very lerge sum—namely 
£2,500,000, about 10 per cent. of the total 
revenue and nearly 50 per cent. of the portion 
raised from income tax. Non-payment will, 
therefore, throw a correspondingly heavy 
burden on the taxpayers or prevent the Go- 
vernment from lightening the load when con- 
sidering the imposition of taxes for revenue 
purposes. No question of principle appears 
to involved, because it is admit that, 
by legal process, the Government can do 
exactly what they propose to do under the 
Finance Bill. The only difference is that the 
procedure is much more clumsy and trouble- 
somé to operate, and, therefore, gives greater 
opportunities for those who wish to avoid 
meeting their due liabilities. No employer 
would willingly: be put in the position which 
these drastic powers involve; but when it is 
definitely stated by the ministry of Finance 
that the powers are necessary, and that the 
facts are as above stated, is it desirable that 
any protest should be made’ Den o-sur- 
ances have been given that in the operation 
of these powers due discretior will 
exercised. 

In connection with their application to

SECRET MUNITION 
' FACTORIES. 


SCME INTERESTING OFFICIAL 
DISCLOSURES. 


The official organ of the Free State Army, 
An t-Oglac, this week gives a long descrip- 
tion of the secret munition factories that were 
used before the trace. 

“Matt Furlong was in charge wf the first 
munition works started, 198 Parnell street, 
which had all the appearance of a harmless 
bicycle shop in a small way of business.”’ 

it was twice raided in the summer of 1919 
by the D.M.P., and on December 2nd, 1920, 
by the British military and Auxiliaries. 

“Munitions works were speedily in full 
gwing in other parts of the city. The princi- 
pal shop was in 3 Luke street. It appeared 
to the passer-by to be the smal! engineering 
shop of Messra. ‘Keen and Co.’ On one 
occasion, in November, 1920, the Auxiliaries 
broke into the place at night and searched it 
thoroughly—and found nothing. The as- 
sembled parts, strikers, etc., were hidden 
under a secret fireplace. 

“Other workshops were at Perey place— 
Messrs. ‘Dunn and Co., Piambers ’—over 
O'Rourke's bakery in Parnell street, in Crown 
Alley, and in Vicar street. 

“ A man was employed every day practi- 
eally as carrier between the different places 
where the munitions were being manufactured. 
He was continually drawing stuff away from 
Percy place in the mornings, and taking al! 
finished articles to the Quartermaster-General's 
department. He took raw castings from the 
foundry in Lake street to be machined in 
Crown Alley. When machined the articles 
were conveyed by him to Percy place for 
assembly. 

‘* On one occasion a party of the Anxiliaries 
entered the yard in Percy place where the 
munitions were being made. Behind a thin 
partition the manition makers stopped work 
and held their breaths. The Anzxilfaries 
actually struck matches on the wall of the 
partition. 

“The factories have been busy since the 
Treaty helping to supply the needs of the 
Army. The work done has included the 
manufacture of elaborate scientific machines.”

Ulster Electricity Supply Company ana affect 
the rights and interests of the Council and in 
support of other clauses for their protection. 
The financial aspect of the petition wil! also be 
discussed at the meeting.

The accommodation at the disposal of 
passengers (first class only) is on a very 
superior scale, while the equipment and 
farnishings generally have been arranged to 
give passengers all the comfort of the righest 
class hotel. The “ Arcadian” will cruise to 
the North Cape and the Northern capitals of 
Europe, also Spain, Morocco, Algiers, and 
the Canary Islands.

The strike at Cologne affords an excellent 
example of the rapidity, with which Bol- 
shevism spreads. | During the past few 
weeks parts of thé Ruhr Valley have been 
in the throes of a Communist upheaval. 
The French Army Command in-the Ruhr 
Valley officially’ has assumed an attitude 
of complete neutrality,, and» the strike 
moyement has spread to several important 
centres of industry.. Now it has reached 
where a strike was declared 
result of a wages dispute. 
municipal workers have joined 
over’ ten thousand men are 
involved. The men’s organisation is: 80 
thorough that even the-grave-liggers. at 
the nranicipal ‘cemeteries’ have gone on 
strike, with the result that interments are 
being carriéd out by the relatives of the 
dead. The strikers, undoubtedly, have 
a grievance, because their rates of pay 
are absurdly low ; but, on the other 
hand, they are no.lower than.in..other 
parts of(Gatmany. The municipal council, 
however, was prepared to grant an all- 
round increase as from June lst; but it 
insisted that the strike must stop before 
anything else was done. The men at first 
were equally uncompromising. They have 
been bitten by the Bolshevist virus, and 
the fact that. they have broken away from 
their own trade unions is tery omitious. 
The position of the British authorities in 
Cologne is rather delicate. So far the 
strikers have made no ‘attempt to interfere 
in any way with the requirements of the 
military. Men who have been requisitioned 
for work by the British have done their 
jobs without demur, and the conduct of 
the strikers generally has been exemplary. 
Under. one of the regular ordinances of the 
High Commission, however, strikes are 
forbidden in all vital industries unless 
the correct procedure under German law 
has been observed. [n the first instance, 
the strikers ought to have appealed to the 
British authorities to intervene in the 
dispute; and then, if their intervention 
should have failed, eight days’ notice of 
the proposed stoppage of work ought to 
have been given to the Allied High Com- 
mi“ on. ‘This ordinance was ‘ignored com- 
pleicly by the men, and the British 
authorities placed four of the more pro- 
minent Labour leaders in the town under 
open arrest. These four. men, however, 
undertook to use their influence to. bring 
the strike to an end, with the result that 
they were set at liberty. Apparently, 
their efforts have been successful; for 
it is announced to-day that the strike has 
been settled. A useful lesson may be 
learned from the whole affair. The French 
have flirted with Communism in the Ruhr, 
and now the British have got a taste of it 
in Cologne. From the Rhine to Brussels 
and Paris is but a step, and Bolshevism 
is notoriously contemptuous ‘of political 
frontiers.

Prohibition in New York. 


There are times when it is permitted 
to pity the sorrows of a prominent 
politician. Such an object of commisera- 
tion is Governor Smith, of New York 
State, who, was compelled on Thursday 
last to listen for six hours to speeches 
by advocates and opponents of the law 
recently passed by the New York State 
Legislature. The Bill repeals the State 
Act enforcing prohibition, and it required 
Governor Smith’s assent efore it could 
become law. Thus Mr. Smith found him- 
self cohfronted with the necessity of 
taking a step that was likely to make his 
name anathema to: about half the elec- 
torate to which he must appeal when he 


seeks still higher political preferment. As 


he could not evade the responsibility of 
signing or refusing to sign the Bill, he 
called upon the protagonists of both 
parties to argue their cases before him 
as an aid to his decision. The arguments 
have been made and experts on the spot 
hold that those who favour the Bill—the 
effect of which is to cast the unpleasant 
burden of enforcing prohibition in New 
York State entirely on the Federal 
Government—have the best of it. . They 
urged that nation-wide prohibition was not 
desired by the people of the United States 
or by the people of New York State but 
had been forced upon them under 
cover of the war. It was urged also 
that prohibition was not prohibiting, but 
was inflaming, class hatred by preventing 
the poor from getting what the rich could 
obtain without difficulty. Against the Bill 
it was pleaded that, rightly or wrongly, 
prohibition had become a part of the 
United States Constitution.and that New 
York State could not enjoy the benefits oí 
federal government and refuse at the same 
time to assist in upholding the Union s 
laws. In the end Mr.. Smith signed the 
Bill, and so gave the signal for widespread 
and furious controversy.

PRINGLE, M.P., HITS 
BACK. 


The verbal exchange between Mr. W. 
Pringle, M.P., and Mr. Winston Churchill 
has advanced another stage with the publica- 
tion of the following letter by the former :— 

“On the ground of my referénce to his 
‘bewildering series of unrelated obsessions,’ 
Mr. Churchill charges me with plagiarism and 
injustice. | am aware that the phrase had 
already appeared in a newspaper in a slightly 
different form. I had coined it in conversa- 
tion with a friend, who was a writer to the 
Press, and gave him permission to use it. 
As I have not Mr, Churchill's substantial 
motives for safeguarding copyright I made no 
stipulation about acknowledgment. A master 
of phrase-making like Mr. Churchill need not 
have been so jealous of an isolated achieve- 
ment by a humbler practitioner of the art. 
‘It is a poor thing, but mine own.’ 

“ Mr. Churchill's rejoinder should be con- 
trasted with the following. record :—Ha raised 
aloft the ‘tattered flag of economy ’ 
bequeathed to him by

Lord Randolph 
Churchill when our national expenditure was 
£150,000,000 (one fifty million), and he jus- 
tifiéd the waste and extravagance of the years 
1919 to 1921, when the outgoings had risen to 
more than £1,000,000,000 (one thousand mil- 
lions); he was one of the chief critics of Mr. 
McKenna in 1909, denouncing the ‘ fearalls 
who demandei Dreadnoughts,’ and four years 
later, having taken over Mr. McKenna’s job, 
he was the chief champion of increased naval 
expenditure; in 1908 he ‘ banged, barred, and 
bolted’ the door against Imperial Preference, 
and in 1919 hé was a member of the Cabinet 
which placed it on the Statute Book; in 1900 
he was the champion of the House of Lords, 
and in 1911 he had a full share of responsi- 
bility for the Parliament Act; he was a full- 
blooded Unionist up to 1906, and, after some 
ambiguous adventures at the North-West 
Manchester by-election in 1908, he was one of 
the sponsors o. the Home Rule Act of 1914; 
he “was out for war with Ulster in 1914. 
and he engaged ‘in war with Southern Ireland 
in 1920. This is only an imperfect catalogue 
of Mr. Churchill’s brilliant inconsistencies. to 
which my peccant phrase does scant iuciice. 

“I. venture respectfully to offer Mr. 
Churchill a better apologia. The Centre 
Party, to which he now shows such singular 
fidelity, supplies the underlying. unity, which, 
in Hegelian language, téconcilés all these 
differences and inconsistencies, and in recon- 
ciling transmutes and transcends them. I 
claim no copyright.”

WESTERN SPORTS. 
TOKIO (By Mail). 

For centuries the people of Japan had been 
content with their native sports, which in- 
clude wrestling, judo, fencing, and archery, 
but, as with France and other Continental 
nations, a great change has taken place in re- 
cent years, and now the utmost interest 1s 
shown in all forms of Western outdoor amuse- 
ments, which the Japanese people, especially 
the Founger generation, are adopting with en- 
thusiasm. 

Baseball is actually the most popular game, 
having been introduced by Japanese students 
who had attended American Universities, and 
it is now widely played by clabs all over the 
country, and even in the Army. 

Lawn tennis is an exceedingly popular game, 
interest is shown in football (both codes), while 

olf makes a strong appeal, there being several 
Finks in the vicinity of the chief cities. 
Rowing is another form of sport which is 
firmly established, and keen interest is taken 
in the Oxford and Cambridge boat race. 

As yet the Japanese have not taken up 
cricket. or hockey, but they specialise as keenly 
as the Americans, on whom they have modelled 
themselves, in all forms of athletics, with 
such success that at the recent. Far Eastern 
Olympic Games they won the Emperors 
trophy. It may be expected that they will 
be formidable rivals at the Olympic Games 
proper in yeats to come.

KINGS. 


‘Kings no longer govern—a few of them 
still reign,’’ writes Mr. Charles H.. Sherrill 
in ‘‘ The American Review of Reviews, and 
the writer goes on to show “ how essential to 
the maintenance of the British Empire is the 
Royal House; how useful to Sweden and to 
Denmark are their present Kings; how much 
better off is the Spain of to-day for having 
Alphonso XIII. at its post of- observation, and 
how unanimous is-the approval of the King of 
the Belgians as a factor in his people's 
government. 

“ Europe to-day, says the writer, “is a 
large beds of republics banded on the north 
and also on the south by a belt of kingdoms. 

“ Similar as are the parliamentary govern- 
ments, both kingdoms and republics, very 
striking is the difference between wht the 
kings and the presidents contribute to their 
governments.

“In one feature they are alike; they carry 
out the spectacular part of governmental busi- 
ness—an onerous burden. Theirs it is to open 
Parliament, to lay corner-stones of important 
buildings ,and generally, in their presons, to 
demonstrate with due dignity the existence of 
orderly government, without which civilisation 
halts. 

“The next step is to decide whether Euro- 
pean kings are useful factors in the govern- 
ment of their respective countries, or are only 
figureheads. Let us hegin by a glance at the 
British Empire, a voluntary association of self- 
governing Dominions plus a number of 
colonies. The writer ventures the aasertion 
that if the Royal Houge or a Royal succession 
were abolished, the Empire would not long 
hold together. 

‘Tt is the fashion” to describe British 
Royalty as ‘the golden thread’ that binds 
together Oe Bus: and there is more fact 
than fancy in this staement. Royalty re- 
presents historical tradition. It represents as 
a visble symbol national patriotism—the pride 
of race, that for which men die in battle. 

“ There is a magnificence about a king of an 
ancient race that makes an appeal impossible 
for any egg ne of a French Republic. Ina 
country like India, the presence at the Delhi 
Durbar of the King-Emperor meant for three 
hundred million people something that no 
duly elected president could evoke. 

“ * * 

“Nor is England the only kingdom whose 
King is of practical utility in its ‘ scheme of 
things entire.” Some years ago Iceland de- 
sired to separate from Denmark. But Iceland 
had fisheries and other interests with which 
the Danes did not wish to lose touch. The 
governmental dilemma was solved by granting 
freedom from Denmark to Iceland on condi- 
tion that both retained the same king. 

“““ Modern Spain has been passing through a 
separatiat crisis greater than most outsiders 
can grasp. Unless they are mightily mis- 
taken, it is nothing but the personal popu- 
larity of the dashing young King that has 
kept this separatist movement in check. 

‘* When is a king not a king? The European 
answer is easy to read. He is a king just so 
long as. he realises that though he reigns he 
does not govern, and ‘also that he must use- 
fully serve his le’g government. Such a 
king ‘is & national asset. “Any other sort will 
not last long in the Europe of to-day.”

OUTRAGE BY GREEK MOB IN 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sunday. 

The Greek Patriarch has addressed a com- 
plaint.to the High Commissions here regard- 
ing a regrettable incident yesterday, when 
Greek hooligans. forced an entry into the 
Patriarchate, maltreated the officials, and 
roughly handled the Patriarch. whom they 
endeavoured forcibly to eject. 

The Turkish police, the Patriarch states, 
not only failed to protect him, but one police- 
man actually seized his knees to help the 
demonstrators, while the Chief of Police de- 
clared that he could not interfere, as he was 
there only to prevent bloodshed. 

The police, however, arrested three of the 
Patriarch’s servants, who attempted te pro- 
tect His Holiness. 

The arrival of French and Italian gen- 
darmes compelled the hooligans, who had 
dragged the Patriarch as far as the door of 
the building, to retire. They said, however, 
that, unless he resigned within three days, 
they would return and cast him out. — 

The Patriarch appeals to the Commis- 
sions for special measures for the protec- 
tion of his life and security in the perform- 
ance oi his duties.

A five years’ moratorium will be asked for, 
the annual reparation payments beginning in 
1928 and continuing until 1965.

As already indicated, railway debentures 
and ——_ property. will be mortgaged to 
the Governinent, and the creation of special 
monopolies and the imposition of special taxes 
will be proposed as guarantces for reparation 
payments. 

ailway debentures, it seems, will be issued 
to the amount of ten milliard gold. marks, 
bearing 5 per cent. interest, guaranteed by 
the Government, irrespective of the nature 
of the balance sheet.

BRITAIN’S CLAIMS. 


BELGIAN -ECONOMIST’S PLAN.

The extraordinary statement is publised 
here by an American newspaper that the 
rime Minister is now willing to waive all 
British claims on France and Italy for the 
repayment of their war debts, and to forego 
also her 22 per cent. share of the reparations 
payments, should an agreement with Ger- 
many be arrived at, which would guarantee 
Great Britain the interest and amortisation 
charges on her own war debt to America. 

The authority quoted is M. Georges 
Barnich, the Belgian economist, and director 
of the Solvay Institute at Brussels, who has 
been. in Paris on his return from London, 
where, with a number of Belgian business 
men, he has had important conversations. 

As a result, the discussiors are now, it is 
eaid, being continued with French financiers, 
and the possibility is put forward that his 
acheme may become the basis of discussion at 
the Franco-Belgian Conference at Brussels on 
Wednesday. 

I have not been able to see M. Barnich to: 
day, but the statement attributed to him 
appears to need confirmation. One of his 
friends, who talked with him at length on 
his arrival from London, tells me that he did 
not speak of any such evolution of, British 
n NOT" and said he must hesitato to credit 
the statement. 

M. Barnich a few days ago was interviewed 
here by the Eclair, and set out in detail his 
scheme, but recommended that France, 
Belgium, and Italy should approach Great 
Britain to ask what sacrifices she was pre- 
pared to make. 

“The English people are ready to consent 
to the greatest sacrifices,’’ he said. ‘‘ Let the 
Government be as wise as its people.”’ 

M. Barnich’s proposals are as follows :— 
Of the 132 milliards of gold marks of the 
London agreement, France was awarded 68 
milliards. She owes 26 milliards abroad; this 
leaves 42 milliards, of which 26 milliards are 
in A and B Bonds. 

Under the new scheme Germany would 
pay. first, 35 milliards (or £1,750,000,000 
sterling in actual value). Five milliards 
would go to Begium,. and France would re- 
ceive the above 26 milliards, with, in addi- 
tion, four milliards as compensation for the 
abandonment of the C Bond» 

Italy and the Balkan Allies would receive 
nothing beyond the remission of their debts 
to other Powers. 

In the second place. Germany would pay 
to Great Britain annuities of 600 or 700 gold 
marks (say 30 or 35 millions sterling) to 
cover interest and amortisation charges on 
the British debt to the United States, and, 
moreover, pledge herself to pay later any 
sum demanded of France by America in re- 
demption of her war: debt.

Governor Smith proposes that the individual 
States be permitted to define what shall be 
designated . intoxicating liquor, so that some 
States may have light wines and beer, while 
others may, if they choose, be as dry as a 
painted desert. . 

The Governor said that the whole treat- 
ment of the prohibition law shows marked 
hypocrisy, and that the country is looking 
for a new ideal. 

Governor Smith denies that he, advocates 
anything that will infringe upon the provisions 
of the 18th Amendment, but he regards the 
one-half of the one per cent. alcoholic con- 
tent definition of intoxicating liquor in the 
Volstead Act as dishonest and nonsensical. 

With the State prohibiton law abolished, 
it will still not be legal to manufacture, sell, 
or distribute intoxicating liquor in New York, 
the Governor asserts; for to do'so-would still 
be a violation of the Federal law. The police 
may make arrests, but the Federal Court 
must do the prosecuting. 

By a stroke of his pen, Governor Smith has 
placed himself in the forefront of the field 
of ‘candidates ‘for the Democratic nomination 
for President, and there is little or no doubt 
that he will go to the National Convention as 
the choice, not only of New York, but of 
other States, desiring a modification of the 
Volstead Act.

A critical point has been reached in the 
evolution. of Bolshevism. In the uncertainty 
caused by the enforced retirement of Lenin, 
by the exhaustion of the plundered hoard [ 
of Russian wealth, and by the 
steady encroachment of native Russian in- 
stincts and’ impulses upon the Bolshevist 
system, there has been a violent resurgence of 
frightened extremism, The vast expanse of 
Russia, with its millions who are struggling 
to live a varied life of their own, is, in great 
trial, and bv’ persistent effort, evading the 
Communist purpose. The tiny — oligarchy 
groping in the vacuum, caused by the loss cf 
their leader, are desperately trying to recover 
and ensure their control. This singular 
spectacle is worthy of the closest attention. 
We have not the slightest doubt that the 
British Government have done well to remind 
these bankrupt adventurers of the limits to 
which they can go, as far as this country 1s 
concerned. There is, of. course, not the 
shightest question of our making war or en- 
couraging war,upon the Russian people. On 
th» contrary, any suggestion of war would be 
strougly opposed as a dangerous futility by 
every section of the British nation. There 
are some . indications that Lord Curzon’s 
strong Note has already had a sobering effect 
upon the headlong extremists of Moscow, and 
that is so much to the good. 


REPARATIONS. 
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RUMOURS IN PARIS. 

The Times Paris Correspondent telegraphed 
last night :—-As is customary on the eve of 
any intér-Allied conversations, there are many 
rumours of plans which are being prepared in 
Brussels, in Rome, and even in London. 
Officially the meeting of French and Belgian 
Ministers’ at Brussels next Wednesday is to 
be what the French call a ‘‘ council of ad- 
ministration. ° It would appear impossible 
this time for the French to avoid touching 
upon vital issues. The desire of Belgium for 
speedy results and for an understanding with 
Great Britain with regard to a fina! reparation 
settlement. and especially with regard to the 
method of treating the expected German 
Note, cannot be ‘ignored. France cannot re- 
strict herself to the narrow and negative pro- 
gramme which she continually puts forward, 
and outside which she has hitherto permitted 
no discussion. 

The suggestion that after the French and 
the Belgians have reached an agreement Mr. 
Baldwin might be prepared to come to Paris 
to confer with M. Poincaré on the problem of 
reparations has naturally aroused interest. 
It would not be regarded as sur- 
prising if Mr. Baldwin or Lord Curzon 
should express a wish to have conversa- 
tions with the French Prime Minister before 
aweply to the German proposals is sent. The 
mistake committed last time, when France 
rushed in with her reply completely rejecting 
the German Note even as a starting point for 
negotiations, can hardly he repeated. 


PENSIONS VOTE. 


THE SEVEN YEARS’ LIMIT. 

The Times. in its Political Notes says :— 
To-day the House of Commons will discuss the 
second reading of the Agricultural Rates Bill. 
The Labour Party will oppose the iall, Mr. 
lan Macpherson will suggest that the bill 
should be divided into two separate measures, 
one dealing with England and Wales, the 
other with Scotland. 

To-morrow the Ministry of Pensions Vote 
will be taken. when the first speaker for the 
Opposition will be Mr, Ian Macpherson, who 
was Pensions Minister in the Coalition Go- 
vernment. It is understood that one of the 
main lines of criticism will be the seven 
years limit, which means that no claim for 4 
pension can be considered for any illness 
which occurs more than seven years after the 
expiration of war services. As a matter of 
fact it can be shown that this is a very 
elastic rule, which has already been broken on 
many occasions, When hardships might other- 
wise have been inflicted cn a _ claimant. 
Major Tryon, the Pensions Minister, proposes 
to make a statement as to the general posi- 
tion; for it is felt that the Ministry. has now 
enough information on which to form a 
definite idea of the pension needs of the 
future. 


TRIAL BY JURY. 
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LORD BIRKENHEAD’S VIEW. 

Lord Birkenhead, in a letter to The Times, 
replies to Judge Atherley Jones's recent 
criticisms on the legislation relating to trial 
by jury as embodied in the Criminal Justice 
Acaministration Bill and the Administration of 
Justice: Bill. He savs he writes in order to 
give a simple explanation of those bills és 
against the comments of Judge . Atherley 
Jones. Every care has been taken in framing 
the new legislation to avoid the evils of which 
the judge complains. The rights which the 
public possess ,in the jury system have been 
maintained and extended beneficially, and 
there is no reason to fear that any injustice 
oO” inconvenierice will result from the opera- 
tion. of the new Acts. The  criticisins 
appear to have been based on the hypothesis 
that economy and efficiency can only be ob- 
tained at the expense of the prisoner, which 
is a wholly fallacious supposition.

The Rovalist movement in France, almost 
extinct in 1914, had a second: boom after the 
war, and now counts more than 200,000 active 
members oí the organisation, according to 
M. Leon Daudet, the Royalist leader. The 
latest documents seized give proof that the 
organisation -is modelling itself on the 
lines of the Fascist movement, and desires to 
administer its own “correction ” to all .politi- 
cal opponents. Like the Ku Klux Klan, the 
French Royalists justify themselves on the 
score of patriotism, declaring that ordinary 
justice is inadequate. 

Concerning the increasingly frequent stories 
of Royalist attacks on unarmed men, the 
Royalist explanations is “ just correction ad- 
ministered; as the Government is inert we 
act.” In view of the fact that the Royalists 
control about thirty votes in the Chamber of 
Deputies, it is not considered likely that they 
will be suppressed quite so Ditilessly as the 
Covernment. has promised. Nevertheless, the 
Department. of the Interior has renewed its 
promises to make further arrests and to pro- 
ceed with further searches for papers and 
documents.

VICISSITUDES OF FAMOUS 


BORSO D’ESTE BIBLE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The famous Bible of the Borso d’Eete, illum- 
inated by artists of the 15th century, has 
just been restored to Italy after an absence of 
over 60 years. 

Formerly owned by the Dukes of Mordane, 
the Bible, during the war between Austria 
and Italy in 18590, fell into the hands of the 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, and then 
became thé property of the late Emperor 
Francis Joseph. During his stay in Switzer- 
land the ex-Emperor Karl, being short of 
money, sold it to a Paris antiquary, and it 
was about to be bought by an American 
banker when a rich Milan manufacturer 


acquired it for £50,000.

M. POINCARE AND GERMAN 


PROPAGANDA. 
CHAU MONT, Sunday. 

The monument which M. Millerand has in- 
augurated in Chaumont, the headquarters of 
General Pershing, from 1917 to 1919, 
symbolises Franco-American comradeship. 
Besides M. Millerand and M. Poincaré, those 
present included Mr. Herrick, American 
Ambassador, Marshals Pétain and Joffre, 
Major-General Sir Charles Sackville West, 
representing King George, and representa- 
tives of the Belgian, Italian and Japanese 
Monarchs. 

After M. Millerand had unveiled the monn- 
ment, Mr. Herrick read a message from 
President Harding, expressing the hope that 
Franco-American friendship might endure and 
grow strong as the years pase, and. that 
prospersty might ever attend revivified 
‘rance. 

M. Millerand, in his speech, said that 
France had never had the absurd and impious 
idea of founding her freedom on the domina- 
tion of neighbouring peoples. He added :— 
We respect the liberty of others and we want 
ours resnected. Since the war ended, he cén- 
tinued, France had had no other object than 
the maintenance of re-established right and 
respect for Treaties. He added :—If we are 
in the Ruhr, it is solely German disloyaltv 
that has taken us there. Without the spirit 
of conquest or vengeance we want the 
vanquished country, which started the war. 
to keep its engagements and to repair its 
crimes. The will of France, based on justice, 
will not yield. 

M. Poincaré said that if America had not 
followed up her war co-operation so com- 
won as they had hoped. and had failer 
ack upon herself from the agitated politics 
of the old world, she had not remained in. 
different to the efforts which France had 
been making to ensure, with her European 
Allies, especially those more directly menaced 
by the Germanic peril, the pacific realisation 
of-the Treaty of Versailles. She had not 
allowed herself to be diverted from her 
natural sympathies by the post-war propa- 
ganda of Germany. It was a shameless fiction 
to pretend, as the emissaries of the Reich did 
every day, that the Alsace-Lorraine problem 
had not been solved by the Treaty, and that 
the liberated provinces were not attached by 
their whole soul to France. America did not 
believe for a moment, despite. persistent 
German allegations, that France and Belgium 
were impelled by the madness of conquest. 
The United States, who had never consulted 
anyone but themselves respecting the defence 
of their essential interests, would hardly 
comprehend how France, not having obtained 
in the contimual enforcement of the peace all 
the co-operation she had hoped for, should 
hesitate about taking, within the limite of the 
Treaty, the measures necessary to compel 
Germany to keep her tepeated engagements. 
It was not to consecrate such denial of justice 
that fifty thousand chikiren of America fel! 
on French battlefields.—(Reuter.)

DUBLIN. 


A NUISANCE AND A BLOT 
ON THE CITY.

án recent years there has been such 4 
development. of street trading in Dublin 
that the matter can no-longer be ignored or 
fenced with, but must be faced squarely as 
a blot on the city and the nuisnoe which 
it is. Although the police are, at the mo 
ment, busy “with prosecutions under the 
Dublin Pelice Act of 1842, their zeal is more 
wasted than etherwise since the paltry fines 
inflicted on offenders-have not the slightest 
efiect towards making them mend their ways. 

There is ample accommodation at the 
[veach Markets for these street-traders, but 

"the suggestion that they should utilise it is 
indignantly scouted on the ground that cns- 
tomers would not come to them if they re- 
moved their *‘ pitches” from the streets. Bo 
in South Great George's street, Moore street, 
Camden street, Parnell street, Henry street, 
Talbot street, along the North Strand, and at 
certain bridges in and around the city the 
vendors of fish, flesh, cabbages, fruit, and 
‘lowers, to mention only the perishables, for 
there are also curbstone dealers in the hard. 
ware line, are squatted in their hundreds, 
unwilling. to move, and’ convinced that they 
cannot be shifted. It has only been by 
reason of the constant vigilance of the police 
that O'Connell Bridge has not been captured 
for the “trade,”’ and even as it is, an out- 
post in the shape of a couple of fruit stalls 
manages to maintain ground there. 

MAGISTRATES’ SUGGESTIONS. 


In November, 1921, Messrs. Lupton and 
Cooper, city magistrates, made some sugges 
tions with regard to regulating street-trading, 
vhich was at that time commencing to en- 
eroach on the main thoroughfares and the 
best residential streets. “The magistrates held 
that nce stand should be allowed in residential 
streets, and that if flowers were to be vended 
the same method should be followed as in the 
case of a lar’s goods. Stands or fixed 
structures should not be permitted on the 
main thoroughfares, although exception was 
made for stands at such pointe as Nelson 
Pillar, where the line of traffic would not be 
disturbed. But even at such excepted pointe 
the traders would have to remove their wares 
at any time the public convenience so re- 
quired. 

In other s'reets trading would be permis- 
sible provided the goods were displayed on 
a barrow or cart, four feet by three, and 
which was not drawn up nearer than twenty- 
five feet to the corner of the street. These 
traders would have to keep a space clear for 
the loading and delivery of goods before 
whatever premises they might be standing. 
These suggestions are rarely carried out. Yi 
there was any concerted action on the part of 
the traders to act in accordance with them 
their activities might not have come to be 
regarded as @ grave nuisance to be vigorously 
dealt with. 

But it must be remembered that the above 
suggestions of Messrs. Lupton and Cooper are 
not regulations, and cannot be enforced as 
euch by the police. As the suggestions have 
not been met, and cannot be enforced, the 
police can only fall back on the powers 
they already have, and which would be 
sufficient for all practical purposes, if penalties 
were inposed which ead make the offending 
parties think well hefcre repeating the offence. 

WOMEN AND GIRL TRADERS. 

Most of thie street grading is in the hands 
of women and girls, and, of course, it must 
be admitted that these people are making an 
effort to earn their Iring honestly. It would 
be a disastrous state of affairs if ther could 
not continue to provide for themselves by 
honest and worthy mean: No thinking 
person wonld for a moment suggest that their 
means of livelihood be taken from them, or 
rven curtailed. All that is needed is that 
these traders be made to respect the rights 
pf the citizens in the thoroughfares, the rights 
bí shopkeepers, with whom they compete at 
rut Prices, and who are burdened with very 
heavy rents and rates, and, in most cases, 
waces bills; and, lastly, that they be made 
recegnise that the streets may not be made 
unsanitary and wnsightly, littered with de 
payed vegetables and fish, inodorous from al! 
ports of fumes, simply for their benefit and at 
their aweet will. If these traders would only 
carry their wares on vehicles or movable 
stands, observe the rules of fair play and 
cleanliness, all would wish euccess to their 
enterprise.’ 

THE IVEAGH MARKET. 

The Iveagh Market, to which the traders 
thow’'such antipathy, was built at a cost of 
£50,000 mainly to accammodate them. One 
section of the building is used as an old 
clothes market, tut there is vacant space* for 
at least forty stalls. . Before being exposed for 
sale, all old clothing is disinfected free of 
charge. “There is also a market for fish, fruit 
and vegetables, and here thirty-four of the 
up-to-date fish slabs are vacant at the 
moment, and there is room for very many 
more fruit and vegetable traders. A!) the 
accommodation and facilities, almcet amenities. 
of this market are available to traders at the 
nominal charge of 2d. a day. 

When al! the expenses of the market for 
last year were met, including salaries, paint- 
ing, repairs and coal, the outlay came to 
£4,674, to meet which there was an income 
of £2,150. If the traders who are dailv 
making some of the principal streets "of the 
city unsightly, and almost unfit for business 
and pleasure, would betake themselves to 
the Iveagh Market, they would do themselves, 
the market and the city a good turn, and, 
incidentally, give their customers a whole- 
somer, cleaner service than is possible in the 
gutter,

MR. COGHLAN BRISCOE AND 
RENT BILL PROPOSALS, 


Addressing a meeting under the auspices 
of the Town Tenants’ League at Mountmellick 
recentiy, Mr. Coghian Briscoe said that town 
tenants were faced with a crisis which, if not 
met promptly, would rivet more tightly than 
ever on their necks the antiquated claims of 
ownership which had been bnilt up on a 
code of laws passed by landlords in a British 
landlord Parliament. 

It was reported, he said, that the bill to be 
introduced in Dail Fireann would give land- 
lords power to raise renis even higher than 
permitted under the old decree of the Dail, 
and that speculating landlords and jobbers 
were to be given avthority to turn tenants 
out when thev purchased the houses they 
oceupred. And landlords were ta he allowed 
to raise rents to meet the cost of repairs. 

The question of repairs, in his opinion, went 
to the very root of the whole matter. The 
law as it stood compelled the landlord to put 
his houses in habitable condition, and he was 
liable to prosecution for failure to do so, but 
the new proposal wonld saddle the tenant 
with all the responsibility for repairs. 

To meet the new position the Town 
Tenants’ League had outlined a plan of cam- 
paign which comprised fixitv of tenure, the 
right of the free sale of the tenant’s interest, 
the setting up of fair rent arbitration courts, 
the empowering of local authorities to carry 
out repairs in default by the landlord, and 
the right of all occupying tenants to acquire 
the fee simple ef their holdings.

STARTED BY THE PRINCE 
WALES. 

A 40,000 h.p. gencrator, the largest power 
generating unit in the United Kingdom, was 
started on Saturday by the Prince of Wales at 
the electricity works of the Rotherham Cor- 
poration. This colossa] generating set com- 
prises a 40,000 horse-power turbine, running 
at 1,500 revolutions per minute, and driving 
a very large electrical generator. The turbine 
is capable of developing power equal to the 
united energy of two hundred and eighty 
thousand men, and the electrical generator 
will give an alternating current supply of 
50,000 kilowatts at 6,600 volts, sufficient for 
all the electrical requirements of a large town. 
Both the steam turbine and the electrical 
generator were designed and built at the 
Rugby works of the British Thomsen-Houston 
Co., Ltd. The combined unit weighs nearly 
500 tons.

AIRMEN’S PLUNGE.

MARVELLOUS ESCAPE FROM 
FLOODED MINE-HOLE. - 

Flying in a “ Bristol’’ aeroplane from Salis- 
bury on Saturday, two officers, Lieutenant 
Flint, R.A. Fg the pilot, and Lieutenant 
‘Wilfred Brennan, of the King’s Own Regi- 
ment, had miraculous| escapes from death 
when the machine crashed into a mine hole 
at Westbury, Wilts, after striking and de- 
molishing a chimney stack. The mine hole, 
containing about seven feet of water, was on 
land belonging to the Westbury Ironworks 
Company. 

As both men were strapped in the nero- 
plane, they were in a desperate plight, as they 
were completely submerged for some, moments 
before they succeeded in freeing themselves.

Mr. Murphy admitted taking the contracts.

“and I can only speak for myself.” He 
tendered, he added, in the name of J. Byrne, 
Fossagh. 

The Clerk of the Council explained that 
paying orders in the name of Byrne were 
handed to Murphy for some time back to act 
as postman owing to the state of the country.

The first of the fleet of Scottish smugglers 
which set out six. months ago for the United 
States, loaded to the plimsol line with 
“ Scotch,” has- returned to Glasgow after a 
hazardous, voyage, but with every bottle 
cleared and a profit of £125,000. Other 
steamers are off the American coast, and ship- 
ping speculators in Leith, which is one of the 
largest whiskey centres in the country, last 
week joined in the trade, a steamer having 
left the port Jaden “with whiskey, ostensibly 
shipped to France, but destined ior American 
consumption. 

The crew of the Vandreiul, which has re- 
turned to Glasgow after disposing of thirty 
thousand cases, representing one-third of a 
million bottles of Thiskaes related the method 
of smuggling. They anchored well outside 
the territorial limit, and from the American 
shore some of .the craziest boats afloat, pushed 
out to get a few cases. The ‘‘ boot leggers,”’ 
however, were most well-equipped, fast motor 
boats, which. could outdistance the Govern- 
ment patrol. ; 

The American smugglers came alongside, 
hastily "loaded a. hundred cases, or whatever 
they could carry, and then made for their own 
secret landing place. There are gangs of 
“ boot-legging’’ pirates infesting American 
waters, and all the members of the Vandreiul’s 
crew are armed for emergencies. The Van- 
dreuil was not attatcked by the pirates, but 
other Glascow vessels were not so fortunate. 

Many University students are ‘“‘ boot- 
legging,’’ tempted by the fortunes, and. the 
smugglers are assured of an immediate market. 
The ‘illicit traffic is organised by a syndicate 
of wealthy Jews, who have made millions out 
of the trade.
